MUSIC IN COLLEGES. 


TI1K QUESTIONNAIRE. 

- Early in tlje year 1 0 1 1> a questionnaire (here, given on p. 10) was 
^ent by the Rurcaii of Education to\dl the universities and colleges 
in the United States. A large proportion of replies was received, 
as III) nu f of 585 institutions returned answered questionnaires. 

Most of the' important institutions of learning are represented in’ 
the replies and in most eases we may assume that failure to reply 
meant that no music credits were given. 

Among the colleges which nmde.no reply are a number which treat 
special subjects where music would have no place. A list of these 
institutions is given and shows that out of the 106 colleges failing to 
reply, at least 13 are colleges for special subjects. On -the other 
hand, it is interesting to note that out of a total of 120 colleges' 
for special subjects 33 replied that music was recognized. 

The -questionnaire asks data on two special subjects, namely: 
(a) Data, regarding entrance credit: and (b) data, regarding college 
credits. ^ 

% 4 ^ COLLEC5E ENTRANCE CREDITS. 

A table is given showing that of .the 419 colleges sending replies 
MU allow entrance credit in some form of music. In 100 of these 
colleges theoretical music is recognised for entrance credit, and 
154 'colleges grant entrance credit for appreciation. It is interesting 
also to note that applied music, meaning performance on the piano, 
violin, voice, etc., may be offered for on trainee credit in the case of 
76 colleges — a matter of interest particularly because recognition of 
applied music is a matter of very recent development. Credit for 
chorus, glee club, orchestra, etc., is allowed in 3S colleges, which 
would scejm to indicate that ns yet these subjects arc hot felt to be 
sufficiently organized or developed to represent distinct and pro- 
gressive' work which should warrant college entrance credit. 


college cu Edits. 


The- table showing the number of colleges grain ting credit for music 
work done in college shows that a much larger number of colleges 
to-day are offering music work for credit than otherwise. Courses 
in music leading to credit are offered in 232 colleges, whereas only 
187 ha'yo no such courses. ' " * * 
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PRESENT STATUS OK MUSIC INSTRUCTION. 



Credit for applied n.msie toward the bachelor of art * or bachelor of 
science degree is .grained in 112 colleges, while 20.'b colleges offer the 
degree of music bachelor or special certificates nr diplomas in music. 

Public-school music is taking an increasing share in college music 
work. 30 colleges' 'offering courses leading to diplomas or certificates 
hi this subject. 

The results of the questionnaire justify the conclusion that the 

colleges and universities of the United States are taking an ever- 
* © . * 

irtereasing interest in the development of music as a social, cultural. 

and professional suhjeet. 

. A tabulation of the results of- the questionnaire by States is given 
and the offerings of each college which sent replies to the question- 
naire are shown. This detailed statement is given not only To show 
the music offerings for such comparative* study as may he desired 
by college men and music educators, 'but fdso to give the high-school 
student who is interested in music an opportunity to plan his high- 
school work with a view to the particular college which he may 
wish to attend. 

MUSIC IN HIC,H SCHOOLS. 


TIIK QUESTIONNAIRE. 


The information regarding the status of music in the high schools 
of ttie United States, as given in the fallowing table's, was gathered 
through a questionnaire prepared by a joint committee of the 
National Education Association. Mifc&ir Teachers’ National Associa- 
tion, and Music Supervisors’ National Conference: ()>hoim»e M<Con- 
athy, chairman, lvarl W. Oehrkens, Edward 11. Purge; printed in the 
Music Supervisors' Journal, January, 1019. The Journal has a large 
circulation. The replies to tho’questionnaire were voluntary. 

The replies indicate the scope and character of music work now 
being given in the high schools of the country rather than the extent 
of the work, The number of high schools represented is too small 
to indicate extent, although it is well known that a large proportion, 
of the liigh schools of the country arc offering music courses in one 
form or another, and in a growing number of instances are granting 
credit for them. 


MUSIC COURSES OFFERED AND CREDITED. 


Table No. 1 (p. 40) indicates the variety of courses offered. It 
shows that chorus singing in one form or another is almost universal 
and shows also that orchestra is becoming an increasingly important 
phase of high school, activity.' Courses in harmony and music 
appreciation are now common subjects in the high schools of the 
country. Just where the distinction lies between what is known as 
music appreciation and music history is not clear, though in many'

schools the subject of form seems to ho tHo chief, element of study in 
roursos listed as music appreciation*. 

It will bo noted that credit toward graduation is grunted in a largo 
proportion of the schools offering music courses, which would seem 
to indicate that there is an effort to present these courses in a manner 
sufficiently thorough to make them compare in requirement with the 

other courses of the high school.

A!*PL1KI> MUSIC. 

Instrumental music as a subject worthy of credit, in the high 
M-hool is receiving ever-increasing recognition. Table No. 2 indi- 
<*ate> tlio variety of ways in which recognition is given to applied ’ 
music and shows that not only is credit given for the st&ly'of instru- 
mentul iiiumc but that many schools in order to encourage instru- 
mental music study own 'and lend instruments to the pupils. If will 
be noted also that credit is offered in two ways: First; for lessons 
taken in the school, and second, for lessons taken outside of the 
school under private teachers. 

1 he proportion of schools which hour the expense of applied music 
lessons rs small, hut as this step has been taken very recently, it is 
fair to assume that the number of schools which have begun this 
practice, would indicate a growing interest in the idea of the school 
. itself offering instruction in instrumental performance. 

t nioicrs sinking. # . 

The difference in practice between required chorus singing and 
chorus singing as an elective, seems to he about equally divided in 
the schools represented in the tabulation. Nearly all high schools 
offer occasional assembly singing, which is usually in addition to the 
regular chorus.work required or elective. There seems to be a decided 
diffcicntc of opinion as to. the desirability-of requiring chorus work. 
Probably local conditions will be found U>be the det erininingdactor 
iii deciding this point. The. interesting point must, be noted that 
nearly all high schools represented offer regular practice in chorus 
singing. 

rhe granting -of credit for chorus singing seems to be an unsettled 
point, as it will be noted that approximately only half of the schools 
grant such credit. • As might be expected, a larger proportion of 
schools grant credit for elective chorus study than credit for.roquircd 
singing. Also as is to be expected, wo find only a few schools offering 
credit for assembly singing. To what extenfpupils are required to 
give the same thorough attention to chorus practice that they give * 
to other credited subjects is not indicated in the replies ' to "the 
questionnaire. 
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PRESENT STATl’S OF MUSK' INSTRUCTION.

CiLEE' CI.UBS. 


It is jnterosting to note the large proportion of hoys 1 glee clubs 
, represented in the table. Tho idea that boys are not interested in 
singing Inis been prevalent so long that doubtless this feature will 
come as a surprise. The quality of work done by the hoys’ giro dubs 
is not indicated by the questionnaire, but the large number of bo\^ 
glee clubs seems to promise a coming generation having. greater inter- 
est in singing than the present adult generation. 

It will be noted that approximately half of the boys’ and girls’ 
glee clubs receive school credit, though a smaller proportion of 
mixed gjee clubs receive such credit. Why this is the case the ques- 
tionnaire does not show. 

ORCHESTRAS. r 

The widespread interest in orchestral music, an interest' that con- 
stantly is growing and:* assuming greater importance in high schools, 
is shown by the table of orchestras and hands. Probably no table 
in this pamphlet indicates more strongly themeed of trained instruc- 
tors for high schools.' The knowledge and skill required to properly 
leud an orchestra or a hand so that encouragement may be given # 
the beginners, and at the same time care exercised in directing tile 
work of the more advanced, means a demand for thorough, com- 
petent, and well-trained musicians. It is to he hoped that school 
authorities who are placing* tho young instrumentalists in the hands 
of music teachers will see that tho right kind of instructors are 
engaged for this work. 

* The percentage of schools granting, credit for work in orchestras* 
and hands would indicate that in general the quality of thi$ work and 
the amount of time and effort required are considered equivalent to 
work-in other subjects. 

THEORETICAL MUSIC. 


.Courses in harmony and other theoretical studies are offered quite 
generally, rmd in a largo percentage of cases are granted credit. It . * 
may bo noted here that most schools that grant credit for applied 
music require the. student receiving such credit to take at joust an 
equal amount of work in theoretieul music. It may be noted also 
• that an increasing number of high schools are adapting their courses 
* in theoretical music tor the more general requirement of the pupils 
than formerly was the ease, when high-school courses were merely 
simplifications of college and professional courses. Harmony is now 
considered a cultural subject os well as a professional one. .. 


MUSIC APPRECIATION. 

( The table on music appreciation (p. 51) shows that a* large propor- 
>. tion of schools offer courses in music appreciation and in music history. 
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The (list inf t ion between those two subjects is not always clear, as tho 
term ‘ music appreciation ** often includes at least certain phases of 
the study of history of music. As a rule, -however, music appreciation 
'is intended to offer the pupil a knowledge of the structural elements 
of music and to point out to the pupil the features that should ho 
miost prominently considered in listenin': to music performance* 
(>n the other hand, the loading of music history is increasingly 
lM < oming. subject -in which the actual music that was important 
in the Evolution of the art is performed fo5\he students rather than 
a course in fac ts and dates. As these subject. arc offered under con- 
ditions practically the same as tin* other class subjects uv the high 
school, it is natural that in most cases similar credits arc granted. 


AiTur.n music. 


Credit for applied music is offered in a large* proportion of the high 
M-honls'of the country. Tin* piano is naturally the subject which has 
received the largest consideration, although other uistrumcnts arc 
receiving i\n increasing share of attention. Table No. 0 shows the 
sc hools which hear the expense of Hie stud/ of instrumental music 
and the number granting eredit for outside study under private 
teachers. In many eases the sc hool will offe? credit under both these 
conditions. * 

The practice of owning and lending instruments to the pupils is 
growing, particularly as n large number of organizations in tho vari- 
ous cities, such a^ commercial associations, rotary clubs, etc., are 
v contributing funds fpiM his purnosc. There is no* doubt that increas- 
ing efforts are being made so to conduct the study of instrumental 
music that the granting of credit represents a full equivalent to the 
c redits allowed in other subjects. 


HlUll-SCllOoi. CflKDlTS FOR MUSIC, 


The average reejuirement for graduation in tlu* high schools of the 
country is lb units. The table on page 54 shows that music credits 
based on this requirement for graduation are offered largely on tho 
basis of 1 unit, 2 units, or 4 units out of tho required Hi. While other 
proportions of credit will be the practice of granting credit 

on the three proportions just stated seems based upon well-organized 
systems for considering the relative value of music to tho other sub- 
jects offered by the high school. Evidently schools which are thor- 
oughly, organized to present a variety of music courses find it possible 
to offer one unit per year, or a total of four units, whereas other 
schools offer eredit in proportion to the possible opportunities which 
they can give the student for studying the subject. flfr
